Government Carry 23 Seats, 
Opposition Carry 14. 


Of Three Doubtful Seats, Probably 


Two Liberal.

Regina, Aug. 16.—The latest election 
returns indicate twenty-three certain 
seats for the government and fourteen 
for the opposition, with three seats, 
Battleford, North Battleford and 
Moose-Jaw county, still in doubt. 

Of the government seats new elec- 
tions are certain in Lloydminister and 
Weyburn, us in the former H. C. 
Lisle will be disqualified because he is 
a resident of Alberta, residing just 
across the boundary line, while in 
Weyburn Dr. Mitchell’s majority of 
28 is less than the eligible vote of the 
qualified polling subdivision, where 63 
electors were disfranchised because 
the deputy returning officer was not 
sworn, and on account of which the 
returning officer will declare no return, 

The Liberals claim Kinistino, which 
at present figures in the provincial 
righters column,-and contend that 
Langley has a majority of 113 with 
two polls to hear from. There is an 
evident discrepancy in the figures and 
if this seat goes Liberal the opposition 
total of certain seats will be reduced to 
thirteen. 

Of the three seats in.doubt, Dewar, 
opposition, leads in Battleford, but it 
is not expected he can hold the seat. 
In North Battleford, Finlayson, Lib- 
eral, leads and will likely be elected.

HOW THE PEOPLE'S MONEY 


IS SQUANDERED. 
Story of the Speedy. 


Indirectly connected with dredg- 
ing is the engaging story of the 
steamer ‘‘Speedy,’’ purchased in 
1904 in New York, second hand, 
for the purpose of towing dredges 
and barges on inland waters. On 
the side, so to speak, the Speedy 
has been used as a ‘despatch 
boat,’’ that is to say, by the Min- 
ister of Public Works and other 
politicians to go on little jaunts of 
their own. There are still two or 
three Ministers who have no pri- 
vate car, and have to be content 
with a yacht. Mr. Brodeur’s 
yacht is disguised as an ice- 
breaker, and has some $3,000 
worth of eilver plate and cut 
glass in the dining room. The 
corresponding boat on the Pacific 
is called a lighthouse tender. On 
the Atlantic the like crafts are 
supposed to protect the fisheries. 
But we have now to speak of the 
towboat ‘‘Speedy.” 


PLUS COMMISSION. 


Mr. Howden, Superintendent of 
Dredging, testified to the Public 
Accounts Committee that he went 
to New York and purchased this 
boat for $35,000. True there was 
a further sum of $1,750 commis- 
sion, but the officer explained that 
this was paid to a New York 
broker. The boat was seven or 
eight years old and was bought 
furnished ready for towing. 


CRUISE OF THE PIANO. 


On the passage to St. John the 
‘“‘Speedy’’ encountered rough 
weather. Her piano, a necessary 
part of the towing outfit, broke 
loose and smashed the dining 
room table and chairs. Therefore 
the following bills:

With this mahogany furniture 
and the piano uninjured, the 
‘Speedy’? might be expected to 
commence towing at once. But it 
was found that her boilers were 
insufficient. 

This was put right by an ex- 
penditure of $17,500. 

Then it was discovered that the 
‘‘Speedy’’ was still unsuitable for 
towing St. Lawrence dredges. 
She wag placed in the docks of 
the Polson Company for treat- 
ment. 


A GORGEOUS TOWBOAT.

UNIFORMS TO MATCH. 


The cursory observer might 
think that with electric lights, 
several luxurious cabins,smoking 
rooms, numerous’ bathrooms, 
suites of chambers, elegant state- 
rooms, a piano, mahogany chairs 
and superior upholstery, the 
‘*Speedy’’ would pull barges and 
dredges from one mud flat to an- 
other with good effect. Still 
something was lacking. The 
officers and men, especially the 
cooks, stewards, waiters and 
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waitresses must have livery ts; 


match. We turn again to the 
Auditor’s report and find: 
8 officers’ suits at $22 each. 
7 men’s suits at $17.50 each. 
Uniform for the stewardess,$25. 
8 vaps at $3 each. 
7 cape at $1.50 each, 
17 reefers at $15 each, 


&c., &c, 
And in 1907 we find the same 
programme repeated. 


A NECESSARY CONSEQUENCE, 


Having equipped this heavily 
officered craft, Captain Howden 
made another discoveryin finance. 
He learned that uniforms cost 
more than their price. In her 
labours as a_ tow-boat, the 
‘‘Speedy”’ required large quan- 
tities of such provisions as 
oranges, pears, plums, French 
peas, spring chickens, Radnor 
water and other supplies, for 
particulars of which see Public 
Accounts, 

The Puolic Accounts Committee 
asked the captain to explain why 
he had to pay 18 cents a pound 
for his spring chickens and other 
high prices for similar supplies 
absolutely necessary for proper 
towing. Here is his testimony: 

“I will explain how the price 
was increased. If you are dressed 
in the *‘Speedy’s’’ outfit, with 
brass buttons on, and go into the 


store to buy chickens, invariably 
they charge you just about double 
what the chickens are worth.,?” 

His further explanation was: 
‘We have the patronage list, but 
sometimes when they get on the 
patronage list they think you 
have to buy from them and up 
goes the price.’ 

The Royal Commission made 
the same discovery. 


GRAND, BUT COSTLY. 


The result of these things is that 
the ‘‘Speedy’’ has down to this 
year cost over $100,000, and has 
done about as much towing as 
could have been performed by a 
private craft for a twentieth of 
the money. 


ANOTHER LiE NAILED. 


(Camrose Mail.) 

‘*Don Hiebert, of Didsbusy, is 
never tired of telling the country 
that he defeated Dr. Clark, but 
he always forgets to say that it 
was a three-cornered fight and 
the votes of the other two put 
together were more than his.’’ 

The Red Deer paper is wrong. 
It was not a three-cornered fight, 
for the third man, Reid, didn’t 
poll scarce a dozen votes.

About Dogs. 


I do not think that anyone can 
love dogs, or dumb animals, more 
than I do, yet perhaps because 
one is a dog owner and breeder, 
one can know how very disagree- 
able a dog can makes himself to 
one’s neighbors, writes a lady in 
an Eastern paper. There is the 
dog who barks all night and never 
appears to tire of it; there is the 
dog who roots up flower-beds and 
destroys lawns. There is the dog 
—generally some big fellow—who 
snaps at passers-by and scares 
women and children, and bites at 
times; there is the terrier—our 
own Punch has this habit, by now, 
well nigh whacked out of him— 
of silently springing out and 
catching a lady’s skirt, He is 
perfevtly harmless, he is simply 
hypnotized by the swinging skirt, 
just ashe is by running wheels 
which he attacks noiselessly— 
but he frightens the woman. Dog 
owners cannot blame strangers 
who are thus frightened, and 
while we have to protect people, 
children especially, yet is it fair 
to tax us for our dogs and then 
make a law by which we must 
lead them abroad on chains. It 
is not. If the Board of Control, or 
any other municipal party in 
power, insists on this dog leading, 
let it do away with the dog tax. 
When we pay, and pay well, for 
the privilege of keeping our dogs, 


Better pass a law ordering the 
destruction of all city dogs than. 
take our good money and compel 
us to lead our old friends about 
with a chain. Another thing. 
The statements of children who 
say they were bitten, ought to be 
well enquired into. Children 
tease dogs, cats, horses. Time 
and again have I had to order 
cheeky youngsters away and 
crack a whip at them, when they 
were trying to kick a nervous 
horse, or start a charivari under 
her nose, in order to frighten her 
into running away. How often 
will you hear a child call ‘‘Here, 
dog, dog!’ and if the animal 
comes up, the badly-raised, and 
impertinent youngster will kick 
or stone it. Before you interfere, 
Messieurs the Council, or Board 
of Control, pass a by-law enact- 
ing the decent bringing-up of 
Canadian children. When imper- 
tinence, cruelty and smart Alec- 
ism is drummed out-of the child- 
ren, and they are taught manners, 
decency, and gentleness, it will 
be time-enough to order the dogs 
on the chain. Only a week ago, I 
saw a child—who had been jostled 
by a collie—race to her mother 
shrieking, ‘“‘He bit me! he bit 
me!’’ Poor old woolly coat had 
not even looked at her. He was 
quietly pursuing his honest way 
when the child—a _ bold-faced 
youngster—ran into him, and 
trying to kick him, fell off the 
sidewalk, Of course, the mother 
got angry and doubtless sought 
out the dog’s owner and demanded 
redress. We apparently gallop 
from one extreme to the other. 
Let, then, an order for the whole- 
sale destruction of dogs be sent 
out, or else take off the dog tax if 
we be compelled to lead our dogs 
on chains. Let bench shows be 
stopped. But rohalf measures, 
please. Meantime it would be well 
to copy Britain and the Old Land 
in the matter of bringing up 
children and teaching them what 
is wholly lacking in this country, 
manners, some reverence for their 
‘elders, and less of the inherent 
cruelty which seems born in 
every child that comes into the 
world. We often hear about the 
bad manners of ‘‘American” 
children. Suppose Canada looked 
at her own eyes for beam or mote 
and plucked it thence?

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How The Senate is Reformed. 


— 
(Toronto Mail and Ennire.) 

One of the many impostures 
practised by the Laurier Govern- 
ment is that having reference to 
the reform or abolition of the 
Senate. In the nineties the party 
leaders were very much exercised 
over the position of the Upper 
House. They complained of its 
cost. They alleged that it was 
irresponsible and useless. Some 
said they would ‘‘reform’’ it. 
Others promised to wipe it, out, 
Sir Richard Cartwright, in his 
address to the Patrons of Industry 
suggested abolition. He said; 

“Let us further analyze the 

Patron platform. Let us take 

first plank, the abolition of the 

Senate. Here the vast majority 

of the Ontraio Liberals will 

certainly agree with the Pat- 
. rons. The existence of such a 
body in its present shape is 

absolutely indefensible, and a 

most manifest blot on represen- 

tative government.”’ 

The party convention of 1893 
took up the question and issued 
a condemnation of the Senate. 
It said: 


‘“‘The present condition of 
the Senate is inconsistent 
with the Federal principle in 
our system of government and 


is in other respects defective, as. 


it makes the Senate’ independ- 
entof the people and uncontrol- 
led by the public opinion of the 
country and should be so 
amended as to bring it into 
harmony with the principlee of 
popular government.”’ 

This resolution as was the case 
with all others pasaed at the con- 
vention, pointed in any direction. 
Those who desired abolition might 
find abolition in it. Those who 
merely looked for an alteration 
in the constitution were able to 
argue that nothing more than that 
was proposed. While the party 
was calling for both abolition and 
reform, Sir Wilfrid, then Mr. 
Laurier, was careful not to be too 
definite. But he was for abolition 
all the same. In his Montreal 
spgech . in 1899, wherein he 
propounded a scheme to render 
the Senate subservient—a plan 
that was laughed out of court—he 
thus expressed himself: 

“Formerly I was for 
the abolition of the Senate, 
but as I grow older and learn 
more of the country my radical 
ideas have become modified. 

I do not say that I ama Bleu, 

but I have acquired conserva- 

tive ideas in the broadest sense 

‘of the word, and I believe that 

we. should not’ suppress, but 

reform the Senate.”’ 

According to Sir Wilfrid himself 
he was for abolition until 1899, 
when he dropped that idea and 
adopted instead the milder policy 
of reform. Now abolition has not 
come. Nota step has the Govern- 
ment taken in that direction. So 
completely has the Ministry 
turned overon this subject that 
Sir Richard Cartwright, who told 
the farmers that the Senate was 
‘fa manifest blot on representa- 
tive government,’”’ has appointed 
himself to the Upper House, thus 
making the blot much larger. 

Nor has there been any reform. 
The only changes the Laurier 
Government has made in the 
Senate are three, not one of which 
will be regarded as highly sat- 
isfactory. They are the follow- 
ing :— 

1. The abolition of the old 
chaplain in the interest of 
economy, by which a saving of 
$600 a year has been effected. 

2. The appointment to the Sen- 
ate of defeated or extinguished 
politicians from the Commons— 
men who have severd the Govern- 
ment and are still subservient to 
it. 

3 The increase of the salaries 
of Senators from $1,000 to $2,500 
per session. 

The direct results of those 
reforms are the creation of a 
Government majarity of 29 in the 
Chamber, and the increase of the 
cost of the Senate from $135,843 
in 1893—the year when reform 
was promised-—to $269,075, or 
practically double in 1906.

It was learned Tuesday on re- 
liable authority that word has 
reached the faithful in the city 
from Ottawa that the JJominion 
elections will be held next Nov- 
ember, no matter what the result 
of the elections to be held in 
Saskatchewan on Friday next is. 
A caucus of the Liberals was held 
just prior to the breaking up of 
the last session of the House, and 
the fact was communicated to the 
Libera] members that it was the 
government’s intention to go to 
the country this fall. 

The programme is that the dis- 
solution of the present parliament 
will take place early in October. 
The Tribune’s informant, who is 
in a position to know, stated to- 
day that the present plans of the 
Laurier government aalled for 
nominations on or about Novem- 
ber 12. 

The Liberals in Winnipeg have, 
it is said, been notified of the 
government’s intention, and are 
preparing to put a candidate in 
the field. As to who will carry 
the Liberal standard there is 
doubt at present, but the faithful 
are said to favor the candidature 
of D.C Cameron, while others 
would like to see Mayor Ashdown 
run in the party’s interests. 


Ames at Regina. 


A report of H. B. Ames’ 
address at Regina says: 


“Leaving the legislation aside 
he devoted his entire two hours 
to depicting from actual photo- 
graphs from timber scenes, 
agricultural scenes, irrigation 
scenes and the original documents 
at Ottawa by which the immense 
resources of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta are being stolen from the 
people by dummies of Burrows, 
Turriff and othes friends of Sifton 
at a rate that will soon render the 
people with all their immense 
natural wealth of a few years 
ago, a pair of penniless provinces 
without land, without timber, 
without coal, and without the 
right to fish, and all to enrich the 
greedy Burrows and Company.”

Foster—I only ask the minister 
to withdraw his own.’’ 

Foster added that he intended 
to repeat hereafter the demand 
that Sir Frederick either retract 
or prove his statement.
